













Johns may 


leave before 
the ‘‘smooth 
transition”

In another surprise move this week, 
Dr. Robert Johns, president of SSC, 
reportedly said unofficially that he will 
be leaving the college two months ahead 
of schedule. 

Johns, who resigned as president of the 
college two weeks ago, had originally 
Stated that his resignation would be effec - 
tive as of July 15, 1969, This week, 
however, Johns told a close acquaintance 
that he had accumulated enough sick 
leave and vacation time to be able to leave 
two months ahead of schedule, 

The story was initially reported by a 
local television station, Attempts to obtain 
confirmation of Johns’ early departure 
through administration sources have so 
far been unsuccessful. 

When contacted by reporters, Johns’ 
secretary said that she did not know 
where he was. She was able to give no 
information, other than the fact that she 
expected his return today. 

Marry! Inabnit, Administrative Vice- 

president of SSC, was unable to confirm 
the story of an early departure by Johns, 
but did say that he expected Johns would 
be able to clear matters up upon his 
return to Sacramento State today. 
Robert Donaldson, chairman of the Aca- 
demic Senate, the group which had planned 
to investigate both Johns and the SSC 
foundation, stated that he was sure Johns 
would be making some official statement 
soon, At the same time, Donaldson said 
he wondered if Johns’ early departure 
would be considered an official resignation 
or whether he would merely be taking 
advantage of his sick leave and vacation 
time, Johns had originally stated that 
he would be remaining on campus to help 
his replacement, who has yet tobe chosen, 
complete the transition to his new office. 
Administrative officials have not 
announced how an early departure by the 
president will affect such transitional 
procedures, 

The Academic Senate had recently 
been investigating all travel spending by 
Johns in the last three yearsand his entire 
budget for the past year, Last week 
they released the news that they would 
be probing the relationship between the 
SSC Foundation and the president, 

According to Donaldson, the Fiscal 
Affairs Committee was going to determine 
if Johns has received any money from 
the Foundation during the last three years, 
In the event that Johns has, the body was 
to determine the amount and the reason 
for the payments. 

In the past there have been allegations 
that Johns had filed travel vouchers with 
both the college and SSC Foundation after 
his trips, According to the allegations, 
this would have led to his being paidtwice 
for some of his trips.

Proposals that could radically revise 
the grading system at Sacramento State 
College, and possibly abolish letter grades 
entirely, will be voted on by the faculty 
of this college on May 12th. 

According to Robert Donaldson, Chair- 
man of the Academic Senate, the faculy 
will be asked to vote to indicate their 
preference of three proposals, 

The first proposal would eliminate 
letter grades entirely, Under such asys- 
tem, the instructor would grade the 
students by reporting their performance 
as being in one of five categories. 

The highest ‘‘grade’’ would be 
‘“‘honors’’, which would roughly cor- 
respond to the present ‘‘A’’ and “‘B” 
letter grades. Students who did work below 
this category, would receive a ‘‘credit’’ 
designation, This would indicate that the 
course was complete satisfactorily, and is 
intended to eliminate the substandard ‘‘D”’ 
grade. 

Students who did not complete the 
course in a satisfactory manner would 
receive only a ‘‘no-credit’’ grade, which 
would not then reflect on their grade 
point average. 

In addition to the ratings of ‘“‘honors,” 
‘‘credit,”” and ‘‘no credit,’’ the student 
could also be given a ‘‘no grade reported” 
rating. This, according to Donaldson, 
vould be used primarily for administrative 

urposes, The final category would be 

a rating of ‘“‘thesis incomplete.’’ This 
would apply to students who have not yet 
turned in a thesis that is required for 
the completion of a course, 

The second proposal is similar to the 
first in that it would substitute the terms 
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“‘credit’’ or ‘“‘passed’’ to indicate 
satisfactory completion of a course. Under 
this proposal, however, the present letter 
grades of ‘‘A,”’ ‘‘B,’’ and “C’? would be 
retained, 

The new ratings would only be used 
to show that a student had passed the 
course in cases where his performance 
was below what is now considered the 
“C”* level, 

The reason, again, is to eliminate 
the effect of ‘‘D’ and ‘‘F’’ grades on 
student GPA'’s, In addition to the sub- 
Stitution of the ‘‘credit’’ and “passed”’ 
ratings, this second proposal would also 
incorporate the ‘‘no credit,”” “no grade 
reported,”’ and “thesis incomplete’ 
ratings. 

The third proposa) would retain the 
present grading system. It is included 
in the referendum so that professors who 
fee] that the present system should be 
continued may so signify. 

The faculty ballots will be distributed 
on Monday, May 12. The reason for the 
delay, according to Donaldson, is to allow 
students to indicate their preferences at 
the departmental convocations to be held 
the preceding Friday. 

He went on to say that he urged all 
Students to attend the convocations, so 
that members of the faculty would have 
a chance to sample student opinion on the 
proposals before they voted. 

Donaldson said that he felt that student 
attendance at the convocations was 
‘particularly important” for this reason, 
and urged students to attend and make 
their feelings on the new proposals known. 

After the professors vote, the results 
of the balloting will be tabulated, and if 
no proposal receives a majority of the 
votes cast, a run-off will be held among 
the top two proposals.

Where are you, 
Robert Johns? 


ISSUE: The administration hurts only itself when it refuses to answer 
charges against it. 











There were moving crates in the office of Dr. Robert Johns last 
Wednesday. Wednesday night a Sacramento television station stated 
that Dr. Johns intends to leave office by May 15. 


Is this allegation true? The now routine absence of high adminis- 
tration officials when such stories break does nothing if not persuade 
acceptance, 

When Robert Johns announced his intention to sever his attachment 
with this college, he wrote Chancellor Glenn Dumke, “I will remain on 
duty and availabie to you until July 15 in order to assist in any way 
possible in bringing about an orderly and smooth transition.’’ 

This seemed at first glance at least a gentlemanly s‘ance, even if 
his resignation followed closely the announcement of a ‘aculty review 
of his administration. The rumor that Johns now intends to extend 
his accumulated sick and vacation leave until after May 15 to fulfill 
but a paper agreement, and the repeated absence of any administration 
officials to confirm or deny such rumors, simply strengthens the distrust 
of those who originaily questioned the ethics of administration dealings. 


What, the Hornet asks, are people supposed to think when every time 
a story breaks that casts aspersions on the administration of this state 
college, the official or officials involved are ‘“‘unavailable for comment”’, 
or their secretaries conveniently don’t have any idea where they are or 
where they might be reached. 

For «ll that anyone knows, all the charges made against Robert Johns 
may prove untrue, 

But everytime the administration takes a powder when unfavorable 
rumors race across the campus or the city as a whole, they simply 
confirm the doubts and suspicions of an already unwary public.

Assembly bill 


would addtwo 
trustee posts 


A bill has been introduced in 
the Assembly which could improve 
the effectiveness of the Board of 
Trustees toward the state colleges. 

AB 742, introduced by Assem- 
blymen Sieroty, a Democrat, and 
fifteen co-authors, would add both 
a student and a faculty represen- 
tative to the board, It would 
amend Section 22601 of the Educa- 
tion Code to include the chairman 
of the Academic Senate of the 
California State Colleges and the 
president of the California State 
Colleges Student Presidents Asso- 
ciation as ex-officio members of 
the board. The Governor, Lt. 
Governor, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and the Chancellor are 
the ex-officio members of the 
Board that are currently provided 
for in the Education Code, The 
Academic Senate chairman and the 
CSCSPA president are presently 
non-voting advisors to the 
trustees. 

If passed, this bill would pro- 
vide for peopie who are directly 
involved with the state colleges 
to become policy-makers for the 
system, The Chancellor is the 
only full-time trustee. All of the 
other trustees, except for the two 
days each month wher the meet, 
are disassociated from the col- 
ieges, They are isolated from 
many of the campus situations to 
which they must respond, 

The two proposed members can 
bring a valuable insight into 
campus problem-sciving. This 
value was somewhat acknowledged 
whenever these two positions were 
made advisors to the board,

In defense of mutiny 


The conscience of America was stirred, and its sense of rectitude 
jolted when the United States Army recently sentenced three young 
men to 14, 15 and 16 year prison terms. 

What diabolical crimes were these soldiers convicted of? Murder? 
Rape? Desertion? No, they were charged, tried and convicted of 
mutiny. They and 24 other soldiers participated in a sit-down strike 
at the San Francisco Presidio Stockade in protest of food and living 
conditions. 

The captain who made the charges said they refused a lawful order 
to return to work. This, he decided, constituted mutinous action, 

Although the sentences were later commuted to much ‘ess severe 
terms, one wonders if this would have happened at all had public 
outcry not been so loud. 

An incident of this kind raises certain questions about the rational- 
ity of those in charge of the defense of freedom. In an autocratic 
totalitarian system, with the power to proscribe arbitrary discipline, 
there must be leaders capable of dispensing justice. 

The Armed Forces Security Quesionnaire (DD form 98) lists 287 
“organizations, groups and movements reported by the Attorney 
General of the United States as having significance in connection with 
national security.’’ 

The form states in part: ‘‘The interests of National Security re- 
quire that all persons being considered for membership or retention 
in the Armed Forces be reliable, trustworthy, of good character, and 
of complete and unswerving loyalty to the United States. Accordingly, 
it is necessary for you to furnish information concerning your security 
qualifications. The answers which you give will be used in determining 
whether you are eligible for membership in the Armed Forces, in 
selection of your duty assignment, and for such other action as may be 
appropriate.’’ 

The names of some of these organizations should raise the blood 
of any true super-patriot. The Abraham lincoln Brigade, American 
League against War and Fascism, American League for Peace and 
Democracy, American Women for Peace, (now there is a subversive 
group if I’ve ever heard of one), Citizens Committee to Free Earl 
Browder (who’s Ear! Browder’), Committee for World Youth Friend- 
ship and Cultural Exchange, Committee to Uphold the Bill of Rights, 
Congress Against Discrimination, and Everybody’s Committee to Out- 
law War. 

Any organization against war, fascism, and discrimination and in 
favo; of peace, democracy, friendship, the Bill of Rights and for 
outlawing war can’t be all bad, 

We have a House Un-American Activities Committee. I wonder 
why England doesn’t have a Parliamentary Un-Bricish Activities Com- 
mittee? Have we become so paranoid in our fear of monolithic com- 
munism we cease to tolerate unpopular ideas? What constitutes 
American activity and how do you determine un-American activity? 

If the same type of people are determining what actions are un- 
American as those who sentenced three young men to long prison 
terms for refusing to go to work, | wonder just who is being un- 
American. 

In reference to DD form 98, I wonder what an organization “‘having 
Significance in connection with the national security’’ means. Are 
these groups out to overthrow the government by violence? What would 
happen to me if I joined the National Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, found what a terrible anti-good organization it was, then decided 
I wanted to kill? Would that keep me from fulfilling my wish or would 
the Army assign me some menial task? 

I propose a committee, made up of Americans, to investigate the 
un-American activities of the attorney general’s office, the military, 
and the House Un-American Activities Committee. A good board would 
be the fourteen soldiers still awaiting trial for mutiny.

Inter-fraternity Council embarks 
on a Greek face-lifting campaign

If Greg Hetrick, president of 
Inter-fraternity Council has his 
way, ‘‘Involvement’’ will be what 
people think about when you men- 
tion fraternity. 

To accomplish this purpose, 
IFC, the representative organ for 
the varicus Greek organizations on 
campus, has embarked on an am- 
bitious face-lifting campaign. Its 
goal is fraternity involvement in 
every phase of campus activity. 


And in this campaign, Hetrick 
sees the possible future of the 
fraternity system. 

“People are demanding more 
than a good time from fraternities 
today,’’ he said. ‘‘The demand is 
for involvement in the social and 
political activities of today, The 
respect is not there for ‘fun-time’ 
stuff any more.’’ 


Hetrick added that the increased 
demand was not limited to frater- 
nities, but was expected of all 
such organizations. He predicted, 
however, that if the fraternity 
system failed to meet this chal- 
lenge for involvement, it would 
be left in the backwash. 

“We must get into things on 
the fraternity level, not just the 





































individual! level,’’ he said. 

IFC’s image repair program 
includes solid backing of the SSC 
ethnic studies program, an ex- 
panded Greek Week function with 
campuswide participation invited, 
move involvement in student poli- 
tics and the establishment of a 
Cultural Activities Co-ordinator. 

Earlier this spring, during a 
series of workshop meetings, the 
Black Student Union sold IFC on 
the ethnic studies program here at 
State. The council is now con- 
cerned with promoting increased 
backing for the program, both 
from the fraternities and the stu- 
dent body. 

Greek Week, in the past, has 
been largely participated in only 
by fraternity men. This year 
campuswide participation is in- 
vited in each of the events with 
the exception of the raft race. 

IFC's political program for the 
fraternities this year is based 
more on the idea of ‘‘the best 
man for the job’’ than ever be- 
fore. The Council is seeking to 


change the ‘‘blank-check’’ backing 
of a fraternity candidate for stu- 
dent political office. 

Tne newly-established Cultural 
Activities Co-ordinator for IFC 
will serve as the ‘‘sensitivity’’ 
arm of the Greek organizations on 
campus. He wil! establish and 
maintain communication between 
IFC and other campus organiza- 
tions, attempt to investigate social 
and cultural problems on campus, 
evaluate IFC’s part in them, and 
present possible solutions. 

This program, Hetrick be- 
lieves, will serve to establish 
some much-needed communication 


between the Greek systera and 
the campus in general, 
He hopes that the ‘1930's-

goidfish-swallowing’’ image of the 
fraternity system will be changed 
to a healthy respect through in- 
creased campus awareness and 
understanding of the svstem, both 
through increased participation in 
Greek affairs and by increased 
Greek participation in campus 
affairs.

‘*I believe the world is. . .the 
world is. . .”’ stammers Goldgerg, 
and “‘The Birthday Party’’ pivots 
on a point between suspense filled 
action, intriguing dialogue, and 
Pinter’s attempt to rid the stage 
of his two mysterious intruders. 

With the “succulent” first act, 
Stanley, the defunct pianist and 
boarder, is promptéd by some 
mysterious and menacing externa! 
force to enumerate his frustrations 


in sex, ambition, and identity. 
Following this psychological 
revelation, the second act pro- 


vides the personification of these 
haunting forces in the mold of 
the insidious Jew, Goldberg, and 
his man McCann. 

Stanley’s birthday party brings 
to a climax the struggle between 


himself and the two menacing 
visitors. The second act ends 
with the audience groping for 


meaning which is not soon supplied. 

The final and complete collapse 
of Stanley in the face of such 
Sinister and unsympathetic forces 
as symbolized by Goldberg and 
McCann marks the third act. Per- 
haps some religious comment is 
cast about in the concluding scenes, 
yet this is up to the listener to 
explore. At any rate, the play is 
quickly concluded at the cost of 
what every mysterious stranger 
story falls prey to — getting rid 
of the stranger (s). 

Pinter is not so concerned with 
his plot; what lies in between is 
the meat. The theme wanders 
between elements of the traditional 
theatre, and innovations and tech- 
niques from the “Marat de Sade” 
school. This intermingling of the

“‘method acting’’ styles and avant- 
garde elements proves. the 
stimulus for the evening. 

The first act, the psychological 
examination of Stanley, is filled 
with ‘‘de Sade’’ dialogue — quick 
verbal exchanges working more 
on the audiences’ subconscious 
than conscious levels. Eventhough 
this is the case, Stanley comes 
across strongest in his short but 
traditional monologue. But this 
very well could have been because 
it was opening night, for the new 
style necessitated by the play came 
across much stronger in the second 
and third acts. 

Goldberg, played by Michael 
Mertz, was by far the strongest 
character of the evening, and his 
excellent performance was well 
complemented by his sideman 
Rodger A. Hoopman as McCann, 
These two were without doubt the 
strongest in the cast of the 
characters. 

Lulu would have come across 
much stronger if her costuming 
could have been consistent with the 
clothing theme. Miss Robinson is 
believable, but not Lulu. 

Mark Rose deserves a special 
nod for his enjoyable portrayal of 
Petey the old husband of Meg. 

Don’t expect a tightly knit plot 
or consistent theme, but do ex- 
pect interesting dialogue and ex- 
citing theatre, made even more 
special by the intimate theatre- 
in-the- round,
